"Pima  cotton  constituted  almost  the  only  soft  spot  in  the  Hew 
England  market  this  week.      There  has  been  more  or  loss  buying  interest 
from  mills  that  have  had  success  in  getting  orders  for  fino  voiles. 
Prices. are  off  at  least  a  cent  a  pound  from  prevailing  levels  a' wook' 
ago,  and  sales  of  hard-charactorcd' Pima  went  through  on  a  basis' of 
21  cents  for  number  ones,  20  cents  for  numbor  twos  and  18  l/2  cents 
for,  numbor  throes.      Some  shippors  still  hold  to  the  former  levels, 
'22: 1/2  cents  for  ones,  21  l/2  cents  for  twos,  and  20  cents  for  throes, 
but  they  wore' undersold,  and  in  somo  instances  at  least  there  was 
nothing  lacking^  in  the  character  of  the  cotton. 

"Availability  of  soft-stapled  Pima  at  cut  prices  has  constituted 
a  hazard  for  the  mill  men  who  aro  not  closoly  familiar  with  this  typo 
of  cotton.    The  grade  and  staplo  of  these  lots  stood  up  well  under  test, 
but  tho  woaknoss  of  the  fibor  caused  wholosalo  rejections  in  most 
placos.      At  one  prominent  New  Bedford  mill  there  is  a  chango  being 
made  in  the,  cotton  clas-sor  because  ,  tho  formor  incumbent  was  not  suf- 
ficiently familiar  with  Pima  to  detect  the  weakness  in  the  fiber  of 
certain  round  lots,  bought  subject  to  approval  .of  samples.
